PRINCE CAUSES EXCITEMENT.

Refusal to Receive a Deputation of
Germans Created a Distarbance.

BFECIAL BY CABLE.

London, May 21 —The visit of Prince Hen-
ry of Prussia to Dublin and his refusal to
receive a deputation of Germans, created
& rumpus, it Is sald, which shows no signs
of abating.

The address of the Germans included the
pignature of Count von Stolberg and two
well-known German artists, while the pro-
fessor of German at Trinity College, Dublin,
acted as chairman.

One of the members of the delegntion is
quoted as saying:

“One would naturaily have expected that,
as in New York, one of the first thoughts
of the Prince and his Capiains would have
bean to shake hands with countrymen dom-
jciled in Ireland.”

The Irish Tlmnes, the Governmen: organ.
expresses the hope that some satisfactory
explanation will be forthooming, f “on

the faco of it, the Prince's treatmant of
hin fellow-countrymen compares very une
favorably with the almost undignified affa-
